Little Dress that the Small Child Can Wear with Comfort 
and Look Exceedingly Dainty 


ee design is especially appealing in its daintiness. It is gathered 
at the center-front and back and finisHed with a two-piece 

collar. The long sleeves are daintily cuffed and if a touch of 
trimming is desired, a very narrow lace edging may be added, 
or the collar and cuffs may be 
scalloped, then buttonholed. 


For six-month or year-size, 
the dress requires 134 yard of 
nainsook or handkerchief linem 
36 inches wide. The front, 
because it has no seams, is laid 
along the lengthwise-fold of 
material. The back is placed 
on the selyage. 


The notches and perforations 
should be carefully marked, 
and the seams put together in 
their numerical order.

THE STRINGLESS BEAN 
A Modern Improvement 


HAT most particular of cooks, 
the French che} — to whom 
cookery is almost a sacred rite 

—has not been slow to take ad- 
vantage of the convenience and ex- 
cellent quality of stringless beans. 
These are merely string beans in 
canned form, with all the tedious 
stringing, cutting, and cooking ex- 
pertly done in the process of can- 
ning. The French chef has found 
that their succulence and_ flavor 
have been perfectly preserved in thé 


, can. The mere cooking of food 


does not interest him. It is the 
flavoring, the seasoning, the dress- 
ing up, that places his work in the 
So, whenever pos- 
sible he buys those foods that are 
ready-cooked, and devotes his art 
to fashioning them into master- 
pieces of epicurean delight. 

The following salad was devised 
by a French chef of distinction:— 


Heat the contents of a can of string- 
less beans, and drain off the liquor. 
While hot, pour over them two 
teaspoonfuls of vinegar and one tea- 
spoonful of onion-juice, with salt 
and pepper to taste. Let stand 
until cold. Just before serving, stir 
in three tablespoonfuls of olive oil. 


When served as a vegetable, or 
on toast as the main dish of a meal, 
stringless beans are improved by 
the addition of a little chopped 
bacon. They also make an appe- 
tizing dish when served with a sour 
sauce, prepared thus:—Blend one 
tablespoon of butter with one of 
flour. Add one tablespoon vinegar 
and seasoning. Mix with the beans, 
heated in their own liquor. Simimer 
several minutes, add a well-beaten 
egg, and serve immediately. 


Stringless beans blend well with. 
canned tomatoes, corn or peas.
